Didn't Expert It—The "Hooeler School- 
master," and How It Was Written.

among authdrs a bushy, shock headed man. 
large, with a kind face, a particularly bright 
eye, and the general appearance of a literary 
granger, you can cafely make up your mind 
that that personage Is Dr ISdward Egglcs- 
ton. On, bearing tbe name you will ot once 
think ot the "Haoder Schoolmastor," tor 
upon that brisk little novel his reputation 
was founded and continues to rest, notwith- 
standing the foot that he hda since done 
quantities of literary work of a much higher 
order 


Bat then tbo public la a preverso beast, 


and ifhen it bos a fancy for a certain 
product refuses to believe that any subse- 
quent production can equal it. Remember 
Bret Harte and his "Heathen Chinee." 
They say it infuriates him to think that tbat 
bit of smart doggerel is eontlnualiy held up 
before hhn as "the greatest effort of his-life.'' 
Tbo only tray to do about such things- istodo 
nothing, the public will have ita way 


Edward Eggleston, or t)r. BgglestorJ, as 


be has a' right to be called, being a full 
fledged and anointed doctor of divinity, had 
a career before tbe "Homier Schoolmaster" 
was born. An Ohio river town in Ohio-was 
his birtbplacof but, aa ia tbe fashion nowa- 
days, tho date of his beginning Is (tot given 
in any of the printed aketchcs of his life, 
But it was same time ego, because big bushy 
balr and beard are iron gray ( be has a 
family of children, some of whom are grown; 
be has been in active literary work fora 
qnarter of 6 century, and he was a preacher 
before he became on editor and romancer. 


It was In his ministerial capacity that be 


gathered the material bo boa since pat Into 
his romances. Beginning when only 19 be 
rode a Methodist circuit "In tbe free, uncon- 
ventional and vlrilo life of a new comnm- 
nlty."

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The State Do* 


partmant has received 
from Minister 


Hubbard at Tokio an account of a trip re- 
cently taken by Mr. P, S. Mansfield, the 
secretary of the United States legation, 
to the scene of the disastrous volcanic 
eruption of the mountain of Bando Zain, 
In the province of Iwashiro. The letter 
states that the first disturbance was no> 
tlced on July 15, and was followed by 
three earthquake shoots ten minutes 
apart. Then a loud explosion took place, 
accompanied by another terrific trem- 
bling. The nlr Became filled with black 
ashes, and a suffocating sulphurous dust 


JIany persons were killed in the greai 


panic that ensued, while others died ol 
suffocation. 


At four o'clock in the afternoon, th» 


eruptions, which had lasted seven hours, 
enth ely ceased. 


The number of lives lost was 519, and 


onlj' seventy bodies have been recovered. 
Tho imperial government has established 
hospitals for the care of the wounded.
